If this were the only instance of the de- 
struction of schools and seminaries for the 
education of colored people in the South it 
might be ed over us a mere expression of 
sectional hatred in one Southern town, but 
this is the Ofth or sixth institute of the kind 


which has been destroyed In a similar man- 


ner. Ever since the war closed there has 


been a gjaerone and resolute effort made by 
the Northern people, under constant and de- 
presalng obstructions, to educate the colored 
people both intellectually and morally and 
make them better fitted to exercise and enjoy 
the rights of citizenship and the blessings of 
reedom. During the reconstruction period 
and mainly alinee that time the teachers in 
these institutions have been Northern men 
and women, who have literally taken their 
lives in thelr hands. They have been socially 
ostracized In every. community vyherë they 
have engaged in their Work, have been 
annoyed and insulted in various ways, in 
some case have been driven off and in othera 
exposed to personal violehce, and, when these 

ractices have failed to stop them from teach- 
og, In more than one case their schools have 
been destroyed, as we have sald. Ata recent 
meeting of the American Missionary Assocl- 
ation, which organized the Qult@an Semin- 
ary, Mr. George W. Cable encouraged it to go 
on with ita work for the reason that if it 
withdrew its help the freedmen could’ not 
educate themselves, and neither the Southern 


churches nor the Sonthern State Govern- 


ments were ready or willing to undertake 
the work.

The speeches of the 
guides on these threadbare theological rags 
are made up in part of the thought sphere of 
thelr human surroundings, which gives a 
“condition” for the control of spirits who 
arë earth bound on the mental plane, and 
who have not yet outgrown the absordities 
that they indulged in during thelr earth-life. 
But the greatest stumbling-block of all in 
the way of truth, is when a mediam has in 
hisown mind a sneaking regard for some 
form of theologicni dogmatism; or there may 
bea tendency in bis or her mind to win the 
favor of some patron who has conferred some 
slight advantage or distinction.

The 
dogma may be explained away, aud the truth 
which it may be fopposed lo represent stated 
In its place. This is useful and progressive, 
and is largely adopted. On the other hand 
the myth may be carefully guarded, and in- 
8 of ,Leing broken into fragments the old 
* may be honored with being made the 

‘eceptacie of the New Wine, with the impli- 
atida that were it not for the hideous old 
image the New Life of wey could not be. 
This Is the most reprehensible way of treat- 
1. such subjects, and is an act of unfaith- 
fulness to the trust imposed upon the true 
servants of the New Dispensation. 

Before we can get anything from the spir- 
itual realm we must first develop the spirit- 
ual state in ourselves. It is impossible to 
grow strawberrtes on a barren rock, devoid 
of sail and moisture. The spiritual soil must 
exist within us before seeds of spiritual truth 
can germinate there. 
true friends of Spiritualism should carefully 
dissect every statement that purports to come 
from the Spirit world, and, receive nothing 
as truth but that which commends ‘Itself to 
the trath-loving mind as genuine. The Cause 
requires a complete reformation in this re- 
spect, and it can omiy come from an active 
desire for truth on the part of individuals. 
One soulfal, trath-loving mind in an aundi- 
ence may enable the truth to be spoken 
through a medium, ho might otherwise 
waste the time with common-place platitudes. 
No man or woman is therefore tinimportant 
in the work of Spiritualism.

The visitor explained to M. Pasteur about 
the children bitten in Now Jersey by a mad 
dog, and who were then on their way to 
Paris, to be treated by him, and asked, “Ia 
there any hope for them?” 

“Most certainly there is,” says Pasteur. 
“In fact, I have recelved a cablegram about 
these very children. Of course the sooner 
after the bite the treatment, begins the bet- 
ter. I don't like to attempt a four de force, 
except from necessity, but Iam confident 
my treatment will be successful it com- 
menced at any time before actual bydropho- 
bia sets iu, even if year or more elapses 
between the bite and the commencement of 
treatment. In fict, I have already sneceas- 
fully treated several cases that only reached 
my laboratory two months after they bad 
been bitten. The treatment in such instances 
lasts longer and Is more complicated" 

Pasteur now has seventy-three cases under 

his freatment. They are both male and fe- 
male, and of all ages, ranglog froni four 
months to sixty years. They are doing well, 
and in no instance, It Is sald, has the treat- 
ment falled. The Government has placed 
the Hotel Dieu Hospital at his disposal for 
patients whose wounds require dressing. 
Most patients, however; live in apartments 
hear his laboratory, and call once or twice 
a day, as the caso may be, for inoculation. 
The majority of his patients are 80 poor they 
are scarcely able to pay for sustenance, He 
accepts no fee for attendance, but any sum 
that the patients can afford to pay or send 
him b4 puts aside as a fund to defray the ex- 
penges of ng for destitute patients, 

Pasteur cihkjis that there ought to bea 
hydrophobia hospital In New York or somo 
central point in the United States that would 
suffice for the whole continent of North Amer- 
ica. A model hospital should also be.estab- 

dished in Paris which would sufice for West- 
ern Europe. Another hospital should be es- 
tablished in Russia, where hydrophobia is 
very frequent, not only amobg dogs but 
among wolves. Four weeks ago a Russian 
peasant bitten by a mad wolf was sent to 
Pasteur from Siberia, but he died of acute 
hydrophobia before he was able to reach Paris. 
Wolf hydrophobla is much more virulent han 
dog hydrophobia, and works with far greater 
celerity. 8
